Examiner's Statement 



The examiner has noted the preamble change from the "consisting of to the 
"consisting essentially of language in the amendment of paper 14 entered 1/16/2002. 



1. Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as containing 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to 
reasonably convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the 
application was filed, had possession of the claimed invention. 

The "consisting essentially of language is not supported in that it excludes 
additional steps that were not excluded in the original specification. The examiner 
points to the last paragraph of the original specification which suggests further variation 
or modifications to the method of the claims. Thus, the negative limitation imposed by 
the "consisting essentially of language was not portrayed by the specification to be in 
the possession of the inventor at the time the application was filed.

2. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-20 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
